Decontrol Hearing 


Proponents of rent decontrol in 
Menlo Park this week prepared evi- 
dence to be submitted at the city 
council’s scheduled Aug, 22 rent de- 
control hearing. 

David Ingram Jr., president of the 
Menlo Park-Atherton Board cf 
Realtors, stated that no formal sur- 
vey would be undertaken. If called 
for, evidence of an adequate per- 
centage of rental vacancies, based 
on newspaper advertisements and 
office records, would be submitted, 
Ingram stated, 

The hearing is to be held in the 
Menlo Park city council chambers 
and will begin at 8 p.m. It was set 
after Federal Housing Expediter 
Tighe Woods rejected a Menlo Park 
city council resolution, based on a 
hearing held Nov. 29, asking that 
rents within the city be decontrolled.

Poundmaster Begins 
Citywide Check 
For Unlicensed Dogs 


A house-to-house check for the 
purpose of locating unlicensed dogs 
has been undertaken in Menlo Park. 

More than 500 canines have al- 
ready been licensed for the coming 
year, Poundmaster Ateo F. Petrucci 
said this week, but the house-to- 
house canvass has revealed that 
there are still many unlicensed ani- 
mals in the city. 

Petrucci warned that persons who 
have been served notice that licenses 
are required must secure them with- 
in 10 days, 

Meanwhile, the Poundmaster reit- 
erated that owners of dogs previous- 
ly licensed have until Sept. 1 to re- 
new the permits. After that date, a 
100 per cent penalty will be added to 
the cost of the licenses. 

“Jouseholders have been extreme- 
ly helpful,” Petrucci stated, “and 
have cooperated very well n the ani- 
mal problems we have encountered 
thus far.” 

He stated that a few complaints 
about stray dogs have been received, 
but said that actual removal of such 
animals has not been undertaken 
since the poundmaster’s wagon is 
not yet equipped with the necessary 
animal cage. Completion of tne 
truck’s equipment is expected within 
a week.

MP Defense Counci 
Checks Readiness 
Of Area Facilities 


The Menlo Park Civilian Defense 
Council met for an organizational 
meeting and has undertaken a check 
of vital phases of the local civil de- 
fense setup, according to City Man- 
ager Cecil Longson. 

The council is checking the space 
and facilities which are available in 
the area for housing purposes and 
also the availability of cots and beds. 

They are also checking the lists of 
inactive nurses in the locality who 
would be available for instruction 
purposes, and they are looking into 
the possibility of obtaining a radio 
transmitter which would be used in 
the event that the police department 
transmitter failed. 

Federal plans are being issued 
through the state governors and ali 
cities will follow a uniform policy. 
These plans, Longson said, should 
be available by the first of Septem- 
ber.

If the annexation proposal is ap- 
proved by North Palo Alto residents, 
the sponsors of the plan must ap- 
pear before the Menlo Park city 
council to secure petition to circu- 
late the required annexation peti- 
tions in their area. 

The area under discussion is 
bounded by the city’s southern lim- 
its, Middlefield road, Woodland and 
Menalto avenues and Bayshore 
highway.

Bonde, whose group initiated the 
prelimniary steps taken thus far, 
stated that annexation to the city of 
Menlo Park would guarantee North 
Palo Alto a fuller share in local gov- 
ernment than enjoyed at the pres- 
ent time as well as police protection 
and future civic improvements.

In 1945 the Morey Subdivision 
(Morey and Kenwood Drives) and 
Stanford Gardens came in, In 1946 
we were joined by Dibble General 
Hospital (now Stanford Village and 
our civic center), Oakdell Manor, 
University Addition and a portion of 
University Park. 

In 1947 Linfield Oaks, Westfield 
Park, Oakville Terrace, Hillview 
Manor, Brookdell Unit No. 3, Stan- 
ford Creek, and the Yale and Sten- 
dell Tracts, plus other lands not yet 
subdivided, joined the city and 
brought our area to 2.1 square miles. 

Probably most of our new build- 
ing has taken place in these an- 
nexed but at the time undeveloped 
areas, This year the assessed val- 
uation in this 2.1 square miles is 
$6,437,000. 

In 1949 the Belle Haven and Su- 
burban Park areas, together with 
St. Patrick’s Seminary and Veterans’ 
Hospital joined the city. These are 
the only annexations of inhabited 
territory, and were brought in by a 
vote of their residents. A great del 
of undeveloped land is contained in 
this area and building has been and 
is very active in this section of the 
city. 

Belle Haven and Suburban Park 
brought the area of the city to 3 
square miles, the assessed valuation 
to $8,219,000, and the population to 
13,557. 

Our original program had con- 
templated a population of about 
20,000 as being most efficient for 
operation of a city. This population 
should ultimately be realized with- 
in our present area, so our annex- 
ation objective may be considered 
accomplished, except for the filling 
in of a few irregularities in our 
boundaries. 

For several weeks the members of 
the city council have been consider- 
ing an inquiry from directors of the 
North Palo Alto Residents’ Associa- 
tion as to whether our city govern- 
ment would be willing to accept 
North Palo Alto as an addition to 
the city limits of Menlo Park. 

It is a very desirable area, and 
one which would fully carry itself 
financially if city services were ox- 
tended to it. 

The population is estimated at 
about 2,000, the area at one square 
mile, and the assessed valuation 
at about $1,700,000. On the other 
hand, the city council is naturally 
reluctant to see the city grow too 
big, for we may lose the close per- 
sonal contact that now exists be- 
tween the people and its city of- 
ficials as well as our close-knit 
community spirit. 

We had envisioned Willow Road 
as the city’s easterly boundary. In- 
clusion of North Palo Alto would 
move it several blocks further to 
Menalto. A portion of the North 
Palo Alto area, however,-is on the 
westerly side of Willow Road. 

It has been my belief that ulti- 
mately East Palo Alto will incor- 
porate, for it has well developed 
business section and community 
spirit. The North Palo Alto people 
tell me that they feel their inter- 
ests are more closely associated 
with Menlo Park, however, Be- 
cause of the location of the county 
line, annexation to Palo Alto is 
not feasible, 

I discussed the problem with rep- 
resentative citizens whose opinion 
was almost uniformly in favor of 
acceptance if the people of North 
Palo Alto wish to join us. All of the 
members of the city council concur 
now in this view provided the ma- 
jority of North Palo Altans who wish 
to join is substantial. While we 
neither urge nor discourage residents 
to vote for annexation, we do wish 
to assure them that if they do come 
in, it will be as an equal] partner, 
with representation on key city com- 
missions and a full complement of 
city services.

THE COUNCIL SPEAKS 


‘Bureaucracy’ came in for some pretty rough verbal hand- 
ling at last week’s meeting of the Menlo Park city council— 
most of it being well deserved. 

Aside from expressing views on rent decontrol, the council 
noted the possibility that ‘a bureaucratic snag’’ was delaying 
installation of synchronized traffic light signals at the Oak 
Grove and Glenwood avenues intersections of El Camino Real. 

Installation of the signals is long overdue. 

At present, the Santa Cruz avenue-El Camino Real inter- 
section is the only highway crossing protected by a signal. 
East-west traffic must either be funnelled through this inter- 
section or cross the highway through moving traffic at the 
other intersections. 

That the latter is not satisfactory is indicated by the fact 
that the Glenwood avenue and Oak Grove avenue highway 
intersections are two of the most hazardous in the city, indi- 
cated by the relatively large number of traffic accidents which 
have occurred there. 

True, a large number of accidents occur at the Santa 
Cruz avenue-highway intersection too, mainly because of 
the large volume of traffic using it. If signals were installed 
at the other crossings, cross-town traffic might possibly be 
better distributed. 

Preliminary surveys of highway traffic were made last 
January. Since then the project seems to have bogged down.

Under the State’s program, which 
has been in effect since 1931, an eli- 
gible child or widow of a deceased 
veteran may receive $20 a month 
while attending high school or $40 
while in school above the high school 
level. Widows may receive this as- 
sistance for as much as four years; 
children may continue to receive it 
as long as they are enrolled in schoo] 
or until they reach their 27th birth- 
day, which ever occurs first. 

The dependent must have lived 
in California for five years immed- 
iately preceding the qate of appli- 
cation, although the deceased vet- 
eran himself need never have been 
a resident of this state. 

Granger said the booklet contains 
a full description of how the pro- 
gram is carried out, and the steps 
which the applicant for this State 
benefit should take. A Sample of the 
Veterans Administration Letter of 
Award, which js the preferred type 
of evidence that the veteran’s death 
was due to his war Service, is in- 
cluded, 

Application forms and additional 
information are available from the 
Veterans Service Office, courthouse, 
Redwood City. 


Change of number, incidentally, became necessary when 
the fire district installed a switchboard at its headquarters 
Station to replace the battery of single phones previously in 
use. The switchboard allows simultaneous calls to the three 
other stations of the district. 

This means more efficient handling of an alarm once it’s 
received; but the alarm has got to be received before the fire- 
men can do anything. 

You may not plan to be the next person to turn in a fire 
alarm, but it’s one of those things about which preconceived 
plans generally prove uszless anyhow. So just remember: 
The fire district’s new alarm number is DA 3-2404.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF MENLO PARK ADOPTING 
A BUILDING CODE FOR SAID 
CITY, AND REGULATING THE 
ERECTION, CONSTRUC TION, 
ENLARGEMENT, ALTERATION, 
REPAIR, MOVING, REMOVAL, 
CONVERSION, DEMOLITION, 
OCCUPANCY, EQUIPMENT, 
USE, HEIGHT, AREA, AND 
MAINTENANCE OF BUILDINGS 
AND/OR:STRUCTURES IN THE 
CITY OF MENLO PARK; PRO- 
VIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE 
OF PERMITS AND COLLEC- 
TION OF FEES THEREFORE;

ING FIRE DISTRICTS; PRO-

SECTION 3. No gasoline, filling 
and service stations shall be per- 
mitted in Fire Zones Nos. 1 and 3. 

SECTION 4. Ordinances No. 110, 
125 and 165 and all other ordinance, 
or parts of ordinances, of the City 
of Menlo Park, in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 5. If any section, sub- 
section, sentence, clause and/or 
phrase of this ordinance is, for any 
reason, held to be invalid or un- 
constitutional, such decision or 
holding shall not affect the validity 
of the remaining portions or pro- 
visions of this ordinance.

BEGUN IN 1863 
The first water company to be es- 
tablished in the south county area 
was the Arroyo de las Presa water 
company, established in 1863 and the 
direct antecedent of the present Cal- 
ifornia Water Ssrvice company. 

The name of the company was not 
long-lived, however: before the end 
of the year, the utility was renamed 
the Corte Madera water company. 

The company established a stor- 
age basin in the vicinity of the 
present Bear Gulch reservoir and 
also secured rights to a watershed 
from which to supply it. 

Menlo Park was a hamlet at the 
time, The railroad was extended 
through the south county during 
the same year that the Corte Ma- 
dera company was formed, however, 
and it is likely that the water com- 
pany promoters saw a chance to 
supply a residential community then 
in its infancy. 

Too, there were a few large estates 
in the area though most of the larg- 
er ones were not built until after 
1870.

The problem of a water supply 
was apparently not taken up during

As a matter of fact, the Indian 
Guide tribes for boys from six to 
nine and their fathers are domin- 
ant in San Carlos and Belmont. The 
Tri- City area, for lack of volunteer 
leaders, can claim only one of these 
tribes which are composed of nine 
fathers and nine sons who meet in 
members’ homes to study outdoor 
life and Indian folklore. Every com- 
munity has an equal right to draw 
on Y facilities. 

In addition to keeping a helpful 
eye on all of their clubs, Mrs Smith, 
Mr. Hixson and their colleagues as- 
sist with the training of club offi- 
cers. They help these young people 
themselves (and here is another 
ramification of the Y’s guided self- 
help program for youths) to plan 
the periodic conferences of the met- 
ropolitan area (San Francisco and 
the Peninsula). And they too, partic- 
ipate in these conclaves as leaders 
of workshops and other discussion 
groups. 

SUMMER CAMPS 

During the summer these same Y 
workers help with the popular Y 
camps which Community Chest do- 
nations help to maintain so that 
your children may enjoy a happy 
and profitably planned summer va- 
cation at a nominal cost. Campers 
from this county gather at Camp 
Wasiata for girls and Camps Tolo- 
wa and Lake Alpine for boys. 

Then, of course, when there are 
not the camps and clubs to be super- 
vised, Y workers are busy meeting 
with the council of social agencies, 
the recreation departments and the 
council of churches in an effort to 
continually better the lot of Pen- 
insula children. 

They cooperate in an exchange of 
ideas and discussions of projects in 
order to avoid duplication and pro- 
vide the most well rounded young 
peoples’ program possible. 

So if you sometimes wonder just 
what it is that your Red Feather 
dollars buy from the YMCA, it is 
nothing less than young people who, 
along with their good times, are 
working toward a better place for 
you to live through their YMCA 
training in community responsibility 
and leadership.
